The hard experience of American 


authors makes the tusk of writing books 
for the enlightenment or pleasure of tho 
reading public on thi-i side of 
the 


Atlantic so uninviting that the wonder 
is, not that wo do not huve a largo class 
of writers, but thut :;ny one tlrnks it 
worth his \\hile to du-votu time and at- 
tention to this work. 
An American 


novelist commonly de;n;inls fi.r his profit 
on thu sum he rm/fivuB for th.; sale of his 
story to the publishers of on*/ or another 
of the widely ciiviilitt.M niui.'.hly period- 
icals. What they pay him i.i a matter 
of trade, and thu priro given must vary 
very grciitly, though us nn average it 
may lie said Unit $1,500 for a story run- 
ning through from eight to tweivo niiin- 
ber.s would be u tolerably high rate of 
remuneration. 
Alter the woik has ap- 


peared in (.his form, it i» the custom to 
republish it in Look i'onr, the author re- 
ceiving a cu:r.i:iisMion on the sales. If 
from these hv nets $.",();), he may consider 
himself exei.'jilionnHy 1'ortunii.U 
1. Assum- 


ing Unit nn author \vrile.n two novels in a 
year, and if the work is faithfully and 
carefully performed, this is about all 
that he can expect to do, his income will 
not be over SI,000 pur annum, a small 
return when- thu talfiit required'for the 
service is taken into uueonnt. Novel 
writing is, however, u monkey-making 
employment when compared with the 
returns received i'or .some other forms of 
literary work. 
For example, it was not 


until his fourth book had been published 
that Mr. Kulph Waldo F.merson received 
n penny in return for tho literary work 
he had done, and the .sum total ho has 
received 
during his 
life-time would 


doubtless represent but r. very modest 
amount. Mr. James liussell Jjowell was 
compelled to publish his first book of 
poouia at his own expense, and at the 
end of a year, in making up tho pub- 
lishers' accounts, it WHS found that only 
forty-five copies of it had been sold.

relating to it: 
A seal skin sacquo costs 


liftv per cent, more than it did five years 
ago. 
Seal skins have not been, worn 


more than lii'teeu or eighteen years. 
Fashion and 
the 
discovery of now 


methods of preparing aud dyeing, or first 
the latter and second the. former, brought 
them into use. 
The weal fur, as seen 


here, is the inner coat. 
When on the 


back of tho seal this lino fur is hid by 
coarse hairs, which are removed by a 
process of paring down tho under side ol 
the skin. 
Tho color of tho f ur as knoivn 


to wearers is artificial. 
It1 the govern- 
ment had not taken measures to protect 
tho seal now wearers of seal sacqueB 
•would be few in a short time. The Shet- 
land seals were once numerous, but have 
boon exterminated. The Newfoundland 
seal is in tho market, but is inferior to 
the seal of Alaska. 
The islands of tho 


Behring Sea are tho only ones in tho 
•world whore seal catching has great cona- 
mercial importance. 


From 1751 to 1870 the scientific world 


know nothing in regard to the history oi 
the seal. The Smithsonian Institution 
did not possess n perfect skin and skele- 
ton of tho seal, although thousands of 
men and millions of dollars havo been 
employed in capturing, dressing and Boil- 
ing fur seal skins for tho last hundred 
years. Thu vast breeding grounds bor- 
dering on the A'.'.tfirclie ii/ivo been en- 
tirely depopulated. Between the j-eara 
1797 and 1S21 2,232,874 weal skins) were 
taken in the Pribylov Islands; between 
1821 and 18-12, 4uM,fi02 skins, and from 
18-12 
to 18G1, 1)72,000 skins. In the year 


18G8 
the number of skins taken was 242,- 


000. 
In 1870 only 9,905 wore captured. 


During tho last ten years tho catch has 
been a little less than 100,000 per year. 
The wholo number taken between 1790 
and '1SSO was 15,501,051 skins. 
The seal 


catching is dor.o i:i June and July. After 
that time the fur begins to "she_d" and 
is -worthless. Tho natives arc paid forty 
cents n skin for their labor.

Tacts About NCIT Mexico. 


Tho greatest length of (ha Territory, 


from north to south, is 390 miles, and 
its greatest breadth, from, east to west, 
3-11 miles ; its area is 121,201 square 
miles, or 77,508,040 acres. There is 
great diversity of climate, owing to dif- 
ferences in latitude and altitude between 
different portions of the country. 
In 


the lower plateau the summer days are 
warm but not debilitating, the nights 
are always cool and bracing ; the cli- 
mate throughout tin; Territory is so mild 
and equable, combining dryness with 
purity, that many persons uftlicted by 
pulmonary ia:d olin-r diseases of a simi- 
lar nature have les-tod it with marked 
benefit and frequently permanent cure. 
It is estimated that there are in tho Ter- 
ritory from 1 8,000,000 to 20,000,000 acres 
of arable land, or at least that much can 
be brought under successful cultivation 
when a judicious system of irrigating 
canals and reservoirs shall havo been 
constructed.

three-fourths of nil the waters of the 
Territory run to waste. Tho soil of the 
valleys throughout New Mexico is a rich, 
sandy loam, light and porous and of sur- 
prising fertility.

The 
cereals do best in the northern districts 
and elevated plateaux ; corn, vegetables, 
and all kinds of fruits do best in tho 
valleys; the Valley of tho Kio Grande 
Del Norte is admirably adapted to grape 
culture; and gr.ipi-s do well on the lower 
valley of the .IV;cos, and in many other 
parts of the Territory. Cabbages grow 
linely, also onions and Irish potatoes are 
grown in the northern districts, where 
they yield enormously ; sweet potatoes 
are raised in the Aii.'silhi Valley and at 
Fort Btaiilon, on (.he Jlio I'.oiiitn and 
Ruidoso, in 
T,i:ii-,''!i County ; beets, 


rfidUliG-s, turnip.-;, paivi:ip;», and carrots 
grow well luiyuln'iv ; betiii:!, peas, and 
tobacco ai\; ulsn j.;ruv,n 
siKVHSsfuIly ; 


peaches, p,-r.r.-;, tu.d apvirots do wi'lli'rom 
Bcrnalillo down, und on the Pecos from 
Anton Chico down ; melons of all kinds 
grow to large proportions and of tho 
most delicious flavor. 
The most valua- 


ble) timber is pine, which is confined 
chiefly to the mountain districts a:id the 
high rolling lands. 
I'iti-h, yellow and 


spruce varit-lk'S, grow to a large size and 
make excellent 
timber; cottonwood, 


walnut, locust, box-alder, and sugar-tree 
iro found along the streams and canons 
of tho mountains ; also live oak of small 
size, and a peculiar species of cedar, 
jailed in the Territory "juniper;" the 
aut pine, or piuon, is also abundant, 
wid furnishes good charcoal and fire- 
wood. 
Tho population of New Mexico 


lias doubled in thirty years. At the time 
the United Statoii acquired tho country 
tho native population was about three- 
lOnrths Mexican, or Hispauo-Americana, 
Mid one- fourth Pueblo and other Indians, 
with n very few Germans, French and 
Americans, To these original elements 
havo been added a considerable number 
Df Irish, Germans, Belgians, French, 
Spanish, and Americans. 
Thero 
are 


twelve counties. Santa Fo has about 
5,500 inhabitants, Albuquerque about 
5,000, Lns Vegas, Mesilla, and Silver 
City from 8,000 to '1,000 each, and eight 
or nine growing towns with 1,000 or 
more inhabitants. 
Education is in an 


indifferent condition. According to the 
most recent reports there are about 200 
church organizations of the 
Komau 


Catholics, and some twelve or fifteen 
organizations of other denominations. — 
Chicago Inter-Ocean.

Tlio plicanix -was n fabulous bird that 


was said to live in Arabia, and of which 
Herodotus gives tho following account 
iu that part of his work which treats on 
Egypt : " Tho phoonix isauotlier sacred 
bird, which I have never seen except in 
effigy. 
Ho rarely appears iu Egypt ; 


only,ouco in 500 j'ears, immediately 
tifter tho de. th of his father, as the 
Holiopolitnus affirm. 
If the painters 


describe him truly, his feathers repre- 
sent a mixture of crimson and gold ; aud 
he resembles the engle in outline and 
size. They nffirm that he contrives tho 
following thing, which to me is not 
credible. Tiiey say that lie comes from 
A.r:ibia, and bringing his father inclosed 
in myrrh, buries him in the Temple oi 
the Sun, and thut he brings him in tho 
following manner : First, ho molds n 
great quantity of myrrh into the shape 
of nu egg as he is wefi able to carry ; 
and, after having tried tho weight, he 
hollows out tho egg, ar.d puts his parent 
iuto it, and stops np with some more 
myrrh the hole through which he had 
introduced the body, so that the weight 
is the same as before ; ho then carries 
the whole mass to the Temple of the .Sun 
in Egypt. S:ich is the account they 
give of tho phcoenix. " Tho popular 
version is that, on arriving at tho ago of 
500 years, tho phoamx built n funeral 
pile, of wood and aromatic gums, and 
lighting it by tho fanning of his wings, 
was consumed to ashes, out of which 
arose a now phoanix.

I creasing inquiry for it. Tho wood is | 


• line-grained. 
After expopure to the 
air 


! it becomes of a dim, reddish color. 
It 


! possesses great strength and elasticity, and 


i is lighter and less resinous than tha wood 


i of the pines. 
Where it abounds it is ex- 


tensively used for building purposes. 
.Hoofs covered with cypress shingles from 
timber cut in winter will last for forty 
years. Tho boards arc preferred to pine 
for the inside work: ot brick houses in tho 
South, and for window-sashes and panels 
of doors exposed to the weather. Cabinet 
makers in the South use it for the inside 
of mahogany 
furniture. 
It has been 


uaed for the insides of vessels, and to a 
limited extent for masts. 
Largo trunks 


are frequently made into canoes, .some of 
them thirty feet long and five feet wide. 
They are more solid and duiable than 
those of any other tree. It' makes tho 
best pipes to convey water underground, 
especially the black variety. There is 
some difficulty in the manufacture of the 
lumber. 
Alany trees are quite defective, 


hollow, and shaky. The green wood is 
verv heavy and will not float. They are 
sometimes girdled ono year before felling 
in the swamp, to get them free from the. 
sappy 
fluid, after 
which they can be 


rafted. 


Boat-builders 
use 
cypress 
to 
a 


considerable 
extent. 
Many 
of the 


small 
boats 
belonging 
to 
the 


men-of-war in the United States service 
are constructed of it; much is used for 
water-tanks on account of its durability ;J 
some enters into the construction <jf- 
houses and house-finishing, it being ex-1 
cellcnt in ceiling, and large quantities 
are made into shingles and rail road cross- 
ties. The Lohigh Valley Railroad Com- 
pany ordered 75,000 of these ties to be 
used upon its road this season. 
In some 


instances the shingles are manufactured 
with tho large end finished round and 
octagonal, that the roof might, present a 
finer appearance. 
These kinds are used 


upon churches in the rural''districts, and 
upon villas where the.'•"buildjefs" 'wish to 
display some taste 'iii 'Iiriei;; that vary 
from the ancient, straight' and conven- 
tional methods. Some claim .'that shin- 
gles, properly prepared, will 'last one 
hundred years. They arc certainly very 
durable. 
Wood taken from submerged 


swamps, which has been in con-tact with 
the decaying inlluencesof mud and water 
for untold centuries, is found to be iu an 
excellent state of preservation. 
Cypress 


logs have been taken from the soil deep 
underneath New Orleans in good condi- 
tion. Evidences are abundant and con- 
clusive ir. regard to the lasting proper- 
ties of the wood. Hence it is gradually 
creeping into use more and more each 
year. Already it is being used in many 
houses in New York City in finishing, 
with calls for more. 
Five million shin- 


gles is the estimated amount of consump- 
tion in the Kew York market, with an 
increasing demand. 
The most of these 


lire manul'aeturcd in North Carolina and 
Virginia. 
At 
least .'i,000,000' feet of 


wood will bo required to supply the mar- 
ket in railroad ties the present year, and 
about 2,000,000 feet of lumber for gen- 
eral use. 
It is exjwled to some extent 


to various ports. 
Railroad ties have been 


sent to Cuba, France and Kngland. Lum- 
ber has been sent abroad, but in no great 
quantities.—-Xortlnuestcru Lumberman. 


Cultivation of (,'oilllsik. 


The operations of the United States 


Fish Commission, in the direction of fish 
hatching and other experiments, are be- 
ing at present carried on as Wood's Holl, 
where the work has been done for a 
couple of years past. 
Previous to that 


time, hutching operations were carried 
on at Gloucester, and millions of young 
codfish were set free there. 
Vast num- 


bers have been let loose into the, ocean 
from the hatching rocks at Wood's Holl. 
Since this work has been done but little, 
if 
anything, has been seen of the cod 


small fry, t i l l now the fishermen report 
vast multitudes of little codfish, from 
four to ten inches in length, in the 
mouth of the Piscataqua River and vicin- 
ity, at Portsmouth. 
Since these little 


fish are strangers in that vicinity, it is 
believed by tnosu interested that they 
are "Prof. Baird's fish/' or, in other 
words, that they arc the first visible re- 
sult of the codfish hatching experiment 
of the Government, under Prof. Baird's 
direction. 
It is believed, and not with- 


out good reason, that the little cod ofl 
the Portsmouth shore were really hatched 
in the Government boxes at Gloucester 
and Wood's Holl, and that they have 
drifted northward along the shore ill 
their natural emigration toward colder 
waters. 
Should such prove to be the true 


state of the case, it certainly is a most 
happy result, and" may be the first step 
toward again stocking the waters from 
Cape Cod to the Bay of Euudy with 
millions of codfish, as they once were, 
before the fisherman, in his search after 
food and profit, had so nearly robbed 
this part of the Atlantic shore of its rich 
treasury of food 
fish.

Electric Railways." 


Tho question of rapid, cheap transit is 


one which economically affects every 
large and growing 
city. Siemens, in 


Europe, and Edison Iiere, have invented 
electric railways_~that have gone a great 
ways toward a'riew'departure in furnish- 
ing a simple, cheap, cleanly, and conve- 
nient transit, applicable to cities; but their 
inventions have not been found so perfect 
as to warrant universal adoption. 
An- 


other step forward has been taken "by a 
Cincinnati 
boy. To describe the new 


motor scientifically would be but to con- 
fuse most readers. 
Suflice it to say that 


the electric current is supplied from a 
stationary generator to two copper wires 
laid between the ordinary rails, a few 
inches apart and a trifle higher than the 
rails. 
These wires will be protected by 


an iron tube, to which they will be at- 
tached by proper insulators. In this tube 
is an upper and lower slot extending its 
full length, the lower slot being the 
wider, that dirt falling ou the wires may 
pass through, and the wires be kept clean 
and 
protected 
from 
interference, a 


decided advantage over previous methods. 
Siemens at first used the ordinary rails as 
conductorsof the currents, but it was found 
that when the ties, rails, and sleepers 
were moistened by rain or dew, or any 
other means, there was a great loss of 
power, to say nothing of the danger to 
persons or animals who might complete 
tho current by touching bom rails simul- 
taneously. Siemens has now discarded 
that method for wires placed above the 
truck, from which the current is trans- 
mitted to the motor underneath by means 
of traveling pulleys attached to the car 
—a method both inconvenient and un- 
sightly, with thu element of danger still 
remaining. 
By. Mr. Thomas' 
method 


the danger and the loss of current are 
both reduced to a minimum. Tho other 
distinguishing feature of Mr. Thomas' 
invention is in the motor, which has been 
constructedespeciall for railway purposes, 
and which enables him to overcome the 
extra-induced current usually present in 
such motors, and which has hitherto al- 
ways been found very troublesome to in- 
ventors. 
The engine or motor has five 


wheels, the two forward ones being sim- 
ply an ordinary truck, merely as supports 
as on an ordinary locomotive. 
The rear 


pair are larger, as ordinary driving 
wheels, ar.d through them the power is 
applied. 
Buck of thorn U the fifth wheel, 


somewhat wedgiwliapcd, and divided by 
an "insulator; of gutta porcha, so that cither 
side 'touches', the wires before described 
through which the current flows, and 


i swinging lightly, both laterally and per- 


j pendieularly, in order to easily turn 


curves or more easily pass over possible; 
elevations or depressions in the con-, 
duetors. 
Directly above this wheel is: 


the electric cut off, moved back and forth: 
by a lever, fur the reveriing of the cur- 
Tent and consequent reversal of the mo- 
tion of the car. 
The details of taking up' 


,'the current from one conducting wire,! 
the passing it to tho motor, and from' 
that to the other conductor—the power 
being meantime transmitted 
to 
the 


drivers by ordinary mechanism—are in- 
genious and have many advantages over 
previous appliances, but would only con- 
fuse the ordinary reader. 
The new 


points are the laying of the conducting 
wires as aforesaid and in the construction 
of the. electro motor by which the sec- 
ondary current, which has always before 
seriously interfered with its working, is 
reduced to about one-eight of what it 
has heretofore been. 


The model when being placed on the 


model railway, with tracks about six 
inches apart, 
worked beautifully and 


with the utmost precision reversing mo- 
tion with the reversal of the cut ofl'. 
To 


apply it to practice on an existing track,- 
no change whatever would be necessary; 
to the rails or ties of cither street or[ 
steam railway, tho only addition being' 
the laying of the iron tubing containing; 
the conducting wires. The power nee-, 
essary is obtained from a stationary en- 
gine, aud the length of road operated. 
Mr. Thomas says, would only be limited 
by the size of the conducting wire neces- 
sary to overcome the resistance found in' 
a longdistance, and the number of en- 
gines operated simultaneously. For in- 
stance, on a road, say, of ten miles iu 
length, ten motors of ten horse power 
each would be used; then the power of 
tho generator -necessary would be one 
hundred horse-power, though in practice 
ohei"-6r, say," :6,'rie hundred "and fifty 
should he used, .-that there may bo a 
surplus of power for emergencies and the 
loss in transmission. 
The crossing of 


tracks and the., necessary change of 
switches which have been .found very 
serious obstacles by Seiniens and Edison, 
are overcome by Mr; Thomas by the use 
of flexible cables .at those points, which, 
passing under and over one- another, 
furnish the needed connections without 
tho least interference or difficulty. 
Be- 


sides the furnishing of power to the 
motor, the conducting wire maybe as 
well at the'same timeused'for supplying 
electric lights, either to points along the 
road or to .the'train, or both. If the 
motor works as well in practice as in 
model—and in'view ;of what .has,, been 
.done heretoiqre .'there is ' no reason to 
doubt it—-we may expect to.see it widely 
adoDted, in cities, at least,'where the ab- 
sencTe'of coal smoke, cinders,. and 
one- 


half tliB attendance on the..engine ren- 
derssuch a method of traction an almost 
inestimable boon.— Cincinnati Gazette. 


Life in Si am. 


Judge John ' H. Haldeman, United 


States Minister', to Siam, now making a 
abort visit to this country, arrived in St. 
Louis last week for a few days' stay be- 
fore going to San Francisco to sail on the 
return trip to his distant place of office. 
The Judge-was called on yesterday after- 
noon by a reporter -of the Republican, 
and interrogated regarding the far away 
clime in which he make? his home as 
America's official representative. 


"Well/!.said he, "the feeling, in Siam 


toward the' TJnited States'is of the best 
and kindest, as you may know from the 
fact that one of the Princes, with a royal 
suite, is now on the way here to1' 'reside. 
His name is Prisdang, and he.will'sepre- 
senthj's land with "credit, being highly 
educated 
and 
cultured. 
He speaks 


French and English fluently, aud cannot 
fail, to make the . best of impressions. 
'Eor my own parti have been living 
there about two years, first going out us 
Consul under an appointment by Presi- 
dent Hayes, then being made Consul- 
General by President Garfield, and later 
resident Minister!' by President Arthur, 
and my experience and relations with the 
Government have always been of the 
most pleasant character. The Govern; 
ment of Siam is an ahsolute monarchy. 
There ia a Council of State, known as 
the Senebodi, which has a voice in af- 
fairs, but the will of the King is su- 
preme. He is a man of perhaps 30 years, 
and called Chulalonkorn. He is intelli- 
gent, of fine presence and address, and 
has done, a great deal of good for his 
people since ascending the throne. .His 
adviser, or Prime Minister,is called Sura- 
wongse, and is an able diplomatist, well 
up in outside ideas and events. The peo- 
ple are honest, amiable, arid generally 
intelligent, there being but few not able 
to read and" write. The women are of 
fine feature and complexion, and appe'ar 


more freely in public than coumon in 
most Eastern countries. The principal 
means of livelihood are tilling the soil 
arid listing. Siam is a rice-gi'owingcoun- 
try, and rice is a great staple. 
The one 


great drink is tea, although cot much is 
raised there, the supply coming for the 
most part from China and Japan." 


The reporter inquired after tbe reli- i 


gious sentiment. 


"The prevailing belief is Buddhism, a 


religion coming nearer true Christianity 
than any other I know of. There are a 
good many missionaries working out 
there, but they do not make much pro- 
gress. They do a good deal of good in 
the way of educating the young and in- 
troducing English styles of dress, but 
their inroads into the Buddhist religion 
do not amount to much. 
Between the 


Protestant and Catholic missionaries the 
Catholic seem to be more successful than 
the other, the Bishop telling me, just be- 
fore coming away, that he had fully 3,000 
communicants." 


"Where do you make your residence'.'" 
"At Bankok, the Capital. 
It is a city 


of 500,000 population, situated on tho 
Nenam River, thirty miles inland from 
the Gulf of Siam. It is the chief port 
of entry, and is the seat of a large trado 
with China, Japan, and India. 
Vessels 


of ordinary tonnage can reach it, but 
anything drawing over thirteen feet can- 
not pass the barabelow the harbor. 
It is 


not often that an American ship gets 
there, although there are many things 
peculiarly American that arc in common 
use. 
Petroleum, for instance, is used1 


everywhere and in large quantities." 


"Are there many Europeans living 


there?" 


"About 300 who speak English only. 


Our trade with Siam is not by any means 
what it should be, and what I hope it 
will come to be. There should be a free, 
and common exchange with the Ameri- 
can products and those of that country, 
as much as with China. Let our United 
States take hold of it, and the great mass 
of English 'importation.' then cp.uld.be 
turned to come from here. 
Especially 


could cotton 'fabrics, find a'gopdplace if 
American 
sliipping.Uo'o'.k' the" 'part 
it 


should in assisting -the development ot 
trade. 
In return there are rice, fish, 


and teak wood that could be exported 
with profit." 


"Are foreigners received pleasantly!" 
"More so than with most of the East- 


ern Powers, the nobles being disposed to . 
meet all on amicable terms. I have al- 
ways been treated very handsomely.' 
Among other marks of favor, the King 
invested me with the decoration of the 
White Elephant, as a recognition of my 
service in preventing a party of Ameri- 
cana from selling opium and sanchu, 
something forbidden by theGovernment. 
They are all looldng to America more 
than anywhere else, feeling so interested 
that I was requested to subscribe for a 
number of the leading papers and maga- 
zines. 
Among the [ journals received 


there ia t\\c Scientific 'America?^ that is 
literally worn out by bcingpasscd around, 
and one Prince told me do had ordered 
from! New, .York a ccrtair; piece of ma- 
chinery ^described in it. 
When I .came 


over I brought a number of curiosities, 
and quite a collection of pictures and 
instruments sent, by' the King to the 
•United -States-.Jfational Museum, and h e 
also.dir1ected-.that;a.bTpe]c''of atone be cut 
froni'the.Herat.'hills-,':ap9;.-^ont- over for 
the. Washington-'Monument: • I "brought 
over a few books in their language to tho 
Mercantile Library here in Louis, and a 
spear to the Missouri Historical Associa- 
tion. 
This spear came from Zululand, 


and was used by the party killing the 
Prince Imperial. In fact, it is asserted 
that it is one of the identical weapons 
piercing his body. 
There were also two 


flags that I sent to Jefferson City to be 
added to the State collection." 


"Is tho King married?" 
"He has some where about thirty wives, 


I believe, with a half-sister to the lato 
Queen the favorite.—SI. Louis RepiMi- 
can.

The Loss of the Eira. 


Tho London correspondent of tho New 


York Herald gives tho following detailed 
account by Leigh Smith of the experi- 
cncos in the Arotio regions of the crew 
of tho lost steamer Eira: 


On tho 14th of Juue, 1881, tho Eira 


loft Petorhead. 
The ico was very far 


south. No opening could be found to 
enable her to get north until the middle 
of July. 
Franz Josef Land was reached 


July 23. The Eira steamed along the 
coast lo within fifteen miles of Cape 
Ludlow. Tho ioo was closely packed to 
the north. 
So I decided to return to 


Gray Bay and wait till a more favorable 
opportunity should • present itself to' go 
north. 
On August 7 tho Eira was made 


fast to a land, floe near Boll Island. A 
stone IIOUSB was erected of material 
taken out in the Eira. On August 15 
tho Eira left Boll Island, and, being un- 
able to pass to the eastward of Barents 
Hook, was made fast to a land floe oft 
Uape Flora. Tho next few days was 
spent iu collecting plants and fossils, 
which, unfortunately were lost with the 
vessel. On August 21 tho Eira was 
heavily nipped. 
About ton a. m. a leak 


was discovered and all hands were set 
to the pumps. Tho donkey engine was 
also started, but was soon disconnected 
from the pumps, and by moans of the 
steam winch six casks of Hour and about 
;iOO weight of bread woro saved from tho 
main hold. By this time tho leak had 
gained to such an extent that nothino- 
more could bo saved from the lower dcek° 
The engines again started to pump, but 
were soon drowned out. 


All hands were then engaged iu savin" 


the stores in tho after-cabin, which oon° 
sisted chiofly of vegetables. Rarely two 
hours elapsed from the time tho leak was 
discovered till tho timo when tho vessel 
had to bo abandoned. All tho boats were 
saved. 
Most of tho men saved sonio 


clothes and bedding. . Hardly had the 
last man left th.o ship .when. the.ice eased, 
and tho Eira rapidly sank. 
Nothing- 


came up except at'owspars and a young 
polar bear in a cask. Some of the sails 
wcro cut away, anil with them and 301110 
oara a tent was erected on the ice. 
A 


fire was lit and coffee made, which, with 
some broad and part of a pudding that 
had boon made for the day's dinner, 
made a somewhat spare moal ior twenty- 
live men who had boon working nearly 
tho whole day without any food. Nobody 
grumbled, as eveiiy one knew ho would 
have to loam to govern his appetite, as 
tho stock of meat would only suffice for 
throe months at the most. 
Next morn- 


ing everything was moved to tho land. 
A tent was put up at Capo Flora, and 
tho crow wont to bod with lighter hearts, 
as two boars had boon shot duriuo- ths 
day. 


It was soon evident that tho winter 


would havo to bo spent atdiDo Flora, so 
a house was built of stones and turf, 
covered with sails. For sixteen nights 
all the crew lived in the tent, sometimes 
almost floated out by the rain, at others 
spending most of the night-endoavorin"- 
to keep up the tent during a heavy gale" 
Before tho wind sot ia sixteen walrus 
were shot and several bears. 
Out- prin- 


cipal food consisted of walrus and boar 
moat, which, boiled with vegetables, was 
served out'throe times a day into twenty- 
five plates made out of old provision ting. 
Cooking had to be dono inside tho house. 
Tho lire was mostly made bv moans of 


ibor and rope, as very little coal had 


been saved from tho ship. 
Many times 


everybody was compelled to rush out of 
the houso to avoid beine suffocated with 
tho .smoke'which the lire emitted when- 
over an inexperienced hand took upon 
himself tho duties of cook. 
Frcrjuont 


visits from bears were the sources of ex- 
citement during the long dark days. 
They would often prowl around the'tent, 
and many a man got soared on rushino- 
out in tho dark. The only safe plan 
was to send .a dog iu front of anybody 
going out, as he always gave good warn- 
ing when a boar was near. 
Ono day 


about the end of October two men were 
walking- on tho ioo in front of the hut 
when a dog rushed homo wiggling his 
tail and barking furiously unufsome of 
thorn followed him. To their dollHit 


was found to bs tired by some Russians 
from a schooner anchored in tho same 
bay as tlio Hope. 
The Russians had 


seen the hut in which the Eira's crew 
were housed, and intended to report 
the

to

tlio . Hope, but the irJormalion was 
anticipated 
by 
the

William 
Barents. 
Mr. Leigh Smith 


says ho intended to go up straight, and 
must of necessity have seen the Hope, 
having previously observed tho stall 
marking tho spot on which Sir Allen 
Young "had loft a record for him, situated 
at a point in the bay in which the Hope 
anchored, and which Mr. Smith intended 
to visit as soon as his men had sulliciont- 
ly rested. 
The William Bui-cut's crew 


had boon in company wilh the Hops anc 
had just, sailed. 
Ten minutes before 


seeing tiie Eira boat's crew a boat hat: 
boon sent on shore to take Mr. Smith on 
board the Hope, whcro ho and tho re- 
mainder of the crow woro joyfully wel- 
comed by Sir Allon, who had sent all 
hands from thu Hope to bring t'.io rest of 
•the party, with boats, gear anil cloth- 
ing, on board. 
Every ollbi'l was mad 


by tho commander of the Hope and the 
naval olliaci-s under him to render tho 
condition of the men as comfortable as 


uniuiuct.

some walrus woro seen lying on the ice. 
Tho Iwo moil returned to tlio house anil 
every rifle was. prepared to give the 
walrus a -heavy volley. 
Several were 


shot',.but nearly all fell into tho water. 
A boat was launched and, after an hour's 
oxoiUng hunt, live woro killed. 


In January, again, a dog aided in sav- 


ing the lives of the Eira crew and fount 
some walrus on tho inc. Throe very 
large animals wero killed. 
Althougl 


there wore seventy degrees of frost "a 
thu timo, everybody worked with a wil 
until moat and blubber wero safely 
stowed alongside the hut. This gooi: 
fortune enabled an extra amount of meat 
to be cooked every day, anil aided con- 
siderably iu preventing the exrus.-iivo 
cold for tho next fow weeks being so dis- 
astrous to tho crew as it otherwise might 
have boon. It was at first thought tTial 
food would be easy to obtain, but in tho 
middle of March there was scarcely two 
weeks' moat remaining. 
Every bear 


that was now seen was eagerly watched. 
Woe to tho man who missed a shot. 
Oood fortune, however, seemed never to 
desert us. 
Before tho end of March 


eight boars had been killed, and in April 
tin; birds came back. 
Every effort was 


made to climb thecliti". Tho'land lloo ex- 
mnded .seven or eight miles, so no walrus 
could be killed. Bears wore very scarce, 
but in Juno u strong gale cleared tho ico 
away for twenty-four hours, and tho 
walrus woro swimming in the water in 
hundreds. Five'were killod in ouo day. 
For some days nothing was dono but 
cooking large coppers full of moat, and 
turning it oil'for tho boat journey. 
On 


.hum ai, 1832, four boats started from 
Cape Flora with twenty-five men and 
provisions for two months. Eighty miles 
of water wcro crossed before wo encoun- 
tered ico, Thou our troubles began. 
Sometimes for days the boats 
were 


hauled up on a lloo. No water could bo 
scon to enable thorn to proceed south, 
dragging the boats over tho ice being 
out of tlio question on account of tlio 
roughness of tho ico. 
After six weeks 


of almost constant toil water was reached, 
and inn- course sot for Nova Zcmbla. 
Afler reaching tho water a southwest 
hrpnze sprang up and enabled tho boat 
tu sail about live knots, but soon in- 
creased to it gale, which was as much as 
the boats could stand. A heavy thunder- 
storm came on, ami lasted some hours,' 
with heavy rain drenching every one; 
but no ono thought of wet clothes/as we 
kncwNovaZemblamust soon bo sighted.' 


Within twenty-four hours of leaving 


l ho ie« four boats wore snfely hauled on 
tins bench at Mutochycn Straits. 
It wa= 


on tho Hvoning of August 2. Next 
morning after breakfast a schooner was 
soon coining out of the straits. 
A boat 


wont lo her. Ths boat's crow was most 
heartily wclt.'omod by ringing cheers, long 
before thoy gut alongside. Tho schooner! 
proved to be the William Barents, com-: 
inandod by Captain Hoffman, who, with! 
Ins olllcors, showed every possible kind- 
ness to the men on their way to Barents i 
Straits. 
The boat's crow said the Hope i 


was anchorod within a mile of tho place ' 
whore the rest of tho Eira's crew wcro ! 
slill encamped. 
Previous to this ucvera! 


shots had.boon heard by tho Eira's party 
early In tho morajpg, which afterward 


There is no ono thing that adds ao 


much to the furnishing of a room as 
curtains. With a good carpet, nice walls, 
and tasty curtains, though you may 
have little furniture in your room, it will 
look quite elegant. There is no greater 
. mistake made by people furnishing than 
putting all thoir money into a parlor sot, 
and leaving- only enough to buy dark 
shades for their windows. 
Whore a 


a IIOUSB is without shutters, dark shades 
seem a- necessity ; but uglier things 
could not have boon thought of than tiie 
present fashionable shades — dark grey 
and brown. 
They make the house 


gloomy within, and look, outside, as if 
no one lived in the house. 


For shades, there is nothing prettier 


than white, and nothing wears much 
bettor. 
I have some that havo been in 


use live years, and do not look so very 
bad yet. 
The dust slips oft' of Holland 


very easily, and if tho largo, brass rings 
are attached to pull them down with, 
they can bo kept free from finger marks. 
But inside the shades some drapery is 
necessary to give a graceful appearance 
to the windows. Those can be of Swiss, 
scrim, or Canton Manuel, as one fancies. 
If the windows aro a north look-out, 
Swiss could bo used very well ; these 
are prolty, made to part 'in the center 
and edged with 
antique or 
coarse 


torchou-Tace, and at the top set in largo 
box-plaits and fastened to rings slipped 
on a pole. 
It is not necessary to pur- 


chase the heavy, expensive poles and 
rings at the stores, if you choose to 
manufacture your own. 
Have a pole 


turned at the carpenter's a little longer 
than tho width of tho window ; into the 
end fasten a knob, which can bo bought 
at a hardware store, together with mar- 
tingale rings of iron, which can be 
covered with crochotting in brown ze- 
phyr. 
Sew those at equal 
distances 


along your curtains, and hang them on 
two Targe hooks, which can bo purchased 
at the hardware store. 
The curtains 


should only reach tho iloor ; loop them i 
back a little below the middle of the I 
window with ribbons, and not at the 
window-sill, us formerly. 


For a door, a pretty curtain is made 


of tarlatan, very full, gathered on a 
string at the top and bottom ; part in 
the middle, and tio back to each sido 
with a ribbon, so that the opcninn- forms 
a diamond. 
Inside of this have" a red 


or white shade to draw down for privacy. 


A very pretty way to fix a window 


looking out upon an unpleasant scene, 
is to dissolve Epsom salts in beer until 
it is the consistency of cream, and put 
it upon tho glass with a sponge. 
It will 


form the most beautiful shapes— equal 
to Jack Frost's paintings. This arrange- 
ment keeps out ugly sights, but does not 
keep out the light. 


If the curtains are made of Canton 


flannel, tho trimming should be broad 
bailds of another contrasting color, put 
a foot from tho top, directly across the 
curtain, ami on a line \v:th "the window- 
sill place a-nollier band. 
Nine inches, at 


least, in width should the bands be ; line 
tho curtains with thin cambric, and I rim 
on the edge with worsted fringe, which 
comes in beautiful shades from twenty 
to lifty cents a yard. If you would like 
them more elaborate, there arc beautiful 
strips of wool canvas, about six inches 
wide, to be had In all colors, which can

Dr. Loriug then spoke as follows: 


DH. TjORTNG.S "HPliEOJt. 


l)r. Ijoring commenced his remarks by 


saying that he had undertaken an ex- 
tended trip through the Northwestern 
States, in response to many invitations 
he had to visit tho agricultural exhibi- 
tions this year, in order that he might 
e:iru by actual investigation, as far as pos- 
sible, the character of tha groat agricul- 
tural wealth of those sections on tho 
country; aud in order also that ho might 
satisfy those who iiro engaged in agricul- 
ture there, that the Department of Agri- 
culture, now under his charge, was de- 
sirous of encouraging all the best meth- 
ods of farming, and of developing, in 
every way possible, the groat industry 
for which tho Department had been es- 
tablished. The journey had been one of 
groat interest to him. 
Ho had bad an 


opportunity to see agriculture as a pre- 
vuiliug and overshadowiuig industry of 
tho people. He had learned of the vast 
extent of tho industry, and of the lands 
devoted almost entirely to this great pur- 
suit. 
The fairs themselves had given 


him a fiuo opportunity to witness the 
products of agricultural labor iu the 
various sections, aud bo had always felt 
like congratulating tho farmers upon 
their 
success 
in 
tho 
cultivation 


of 
tho 
great 
agricultural 
staples, 


the 
cereal 
crops, 
and 
upon 


the vast improvemeht and growth of the 
aunimal industry upon which so much of 
their prosperity depends. 
Tho increas- 


ing care aud attention to farming were 
manifest all over this section of tho coun- 
try. The cultivation and care of com, 
and of the small grains entitled those on- 
gaged in it to great credit, and tho vast 
amount of money expended iu introduc- 
ing the best blood of cattle, horses, sheep 
and ssviue, indicated a determination to 
cJovelop to the highest extent all those 
branches of industry. Of tho result oi 
all this it was unnecessary for him to 
speak. The growth of tho industry, as 
he had stated on various occasions, was 
enormous, nnd could not be excelled by 
the growth ot any other industry in any 
part of the United States. 


Tho rapidity of this growth was aston- 


ishing'. Hardly a state which he bad vis- 
ited was over fifty years old, aud many of 
them much less; and yet, in this short 
space of time, all tho arts of life, all tho 
work of education, all the development 
of intelligence, wealth, and comfort, and 
wouldyio with any one of the older states 
os this country. 


Tho State of "\Yisconaiu, which is the 


last he will havo the pleasure of visiting 
this season, is entitled to special consid- 
eration. Not yet forty years old it has 
risen rapidly into the rank of the cont- 
rolling states of the republic. 
Entering 


the Union in 1848, with a population of 
but little more than 150,000, it has gone 
cm developing all those institutions of 
industry and learning, until now it pre- 
sented a strong powerful, cultivated and 
wealthy commonwealth. Half a century 
ago, it was really an untrodden wilder- 
ness; now it is filled with flourishing 
towns, cultivated fields, schools, colleges, 
churches, and with a diverailied eutei- 
priso which is the foundation of great 
public and private prosperity. The pop- 
ulation now reaches nearly one and a 
half millions. Iu agricultural enterprise 
it stands among tbe foremost states of 
tho Union, ready always to extend the 
cultivation of a profitable crop, and at 
the same time ready to- acconiodate itself 
to thoso changes which naturally take 
place in agricultural products as the con- 
ditions of the soil change under long con- 
tinued cultivation. 
In '1880 the wheat 


crop of the State was 15,606,000 bushels, 
and while this was 6,000,000 bushels 
loss 
than 
it 
was 
in 187S, 


The other grain crops have increased in 
larger proportions, indicating the deter- 
mination of tho farmers to devote them- 
selves to those crops which were most 
easily 
grown, 
aud 
most 
profit- 


able. 
The 
corn 
crop, 
for 
in- 


stance, increased from 28,000,000 to 30, 
500,000 bushels; oats increased from 27,- 
000,000 bushels to 28,000,000 bushels; 
barley from, about 3,000;000 bushels to 
nearly 5,000,000 bushels; and potatoes 
from 4,000,000 bushels to nearly 6,000,000 
bushels. Tho tobacco crop in 1879, as 
near as can be ascertained, covered about 
7,000 acres, and iu 1881, this crop had 
extended 
over 
nearly 
12,000 
acroa. 


Tho number o£ cattle has increased here 
with 
great rapidity, the number of 


neat cattle in the State being 9.82,000, ot 
which 406,000 are milch cows, valued at 
$6,772,000. 
The number of horses is 


349,718, valued at $15,000,000. The num- 
ber ot sheep is 1,200,000, valued at 82,- 
147,000, and tlte number of hogs is 682,- 
000, valued at 81,800,000. Of the quality 
of! these animals it is unnecessary to 
speak. Their representatives on the fair 
grouuds hero are of the finest descrip- 
tion.

ordinary, and of the long and middle 
wools, tbe exhibit is highly commendable 
The heavy draft horses, now becoming so 
fashionable, at the west, are represente_d 
here by some of the finest specimens in 


the country, m:iny of ivhich bavs just 
been imported and. some o£ which have 
been bred here. 
They indicate great 


care, skill and taste in selection aud 
breeding, and it is to be hoped that- ere 
long the societies of this section o£ the 
country will make it an object to estab- 
lish the products of breeding, and mix- 
ing this heavy draft horae blood with 
that of the valuable western mares—the 
result in that direction being ono of the 
most important that can be considered, 
in connection with these importations. 


Tbo increase in the dairy products hero 


has been very great. In 1878 the num- 
ber of ponnds of butter produced in 'Wis- 
consin was 20,187,000 while m 1881, the 
quantity produced was 23,923,000 Ibs. 
In 1870 tbe quantity of cheese produced 
was 1,591,000 pounds, 1881 18,002,000 Ibs. 
While this great growth in aKrieulture.ilas 
been going on the manufactures of the 
State have also increased with great ra- 
pidity; in fact Wisconsin stands among 
the formoat of the Western agricultural 
States. The products of her woolen and 
cotton industries are very large. In the 
manufacture of machinery she is almost 
unrivalled, both in quantity and quality, 
and in every variety ot smaller muouEac- 
tnres, which are productive of so much 
wealth throughout tho country, she has 
made within the last few years very rapid 
growth. The largest cotton mill east of 
the State of New York, is to be found in 
the city in which wa are assembled. 


The exhibition, 
gathered en these 


grouucta to illustrate the development of 
those industries in tins portion of tlio 
State of Wisconsin, is highly creJituble 
to those who havo arranged it and shows 
determination that nothing shall be loft 
undone which shall tend in any way to 
encourage her industrial art, and it is to 
be hoped, that this society in all its 
movements, whether engaged in the in- 
vestigation of abstract industrial prob- 
lems, or in exhibiting the fruits ot indus- 
try, will receive the amplo encourage- 
ment from tho community upon whose 
liberality it depends. 


In the presence of the enterprise to 


which I have alluded, it would hardly 
seem appropriate to discuss the minor 
details of farming, which constitute so 
large n proportion ot tho agriculture of 
this country; but knowing as I do that 
the general agriculture oC every great 
staple producing' State iu tho Union 
must ultimately bo followed by that spe- 
cific agriculture which belongs to older 
and more thickly settled commonwealths, 
I deem it important that the principles 
oC American farming should be as care- 
fully studied and considered here, as they 
aro in those sections in which they havo 
long been discussed, studied audapphod. 
Tho existence ot tins association here in- 
dicates a desire on tho part ot tlis agri- 
cultural community of tbis State to ex- 
plore 
every avenue of 
agricultural 


wealth, and to ascertain every law by 
which tbis great industry can be devel- 
oped. Tho presence of fine herds of cut- 
tle, elaborate and beautiful machinery, 
of speciQc crops, all the result of your 
handiwork, indicate a determination to 
ascertain and adopt every method by 
which farming can be made profitable to 
the active, intelligent and frco people 
which have assembled hero and which I 
have been called upon to address. This 
exhibition is a better lesson tlmii any 
man can teach, aud convoys more infor- 
mation to the mind of the observing 
farmer than could bo possibly crowded 
into the space reasonably occupied by 
one annual address. 
I would not pre- 


sume, moreover, to teach those who thor- 
oughly comprehend the profitable agri- 
culture ot the country. Tho groat corn 
growers understand their work already— 


commercial affairs 'was striking and sig- 
nificant. In 1SS1 the cotton crop fell off 
1,200,00'0 bales, wheat 118,269,778 bushels 
corn 122,518,513 bushels, rye 3,835,000 
bushels, oats 1,404,380 bushels, barley

bushels. In 1870 the wheat crop amount- 
ed to 287,745,620 bushels; in 1880, to 
459,657,043 bushels. Is 1870 tho oat 
crop reached 282,108,157 bushels; in 1880 
to 407,959,032 buohels. In 1870 the to- 
bacco 
crop amounted to 
202,735,344 


pounds; iu 1880 to 473,107,573 pounds. 
The increase of agricultural products was 
largo and universal, amounting in many 
instances to a hundred per cent. And in 
last year of this decade, from 1879 to 1830, 
out of! this vast increase of products, our 
cattle exports roso from 313,000,000 to 
$14,000,000: corn, from -13,000,000 to 350,- 
000,000; wheat, from 167,698,000 to 8190,- 
040,000; (lour, from 835,000,000 to 845,- 
000,01X1; cotton, from 200,052,000 to .$245,- 
531,530; beef, from $7,000,000 to $13,000,- 
000; lard from $20,000,000 to 825,225,000, 
aud pork from 85,OUi.),UOO to 88,000.000. 


This nuusual and extraordinary pros- 


perity is dm; undoubtedly to man v causes, 
being our divfisity of soil und climate 
and the- variety of our crops, aud the 
economy with which now and fertile 
lands can bo cultivated,—tho artificial 
causes being the advantages of local and 
general markets and tho relations estab- 
lished between tlio farmer aud tho soil 
he cultivated by tho independent owner- 
ship of land under the laws of our coun- 
try. To this last cause may be attributed 
much of that elasticity and energy which 
the American farmer mauifests in occu- 
pying now lands, and in the cultivation 
ot crops adapted to the market which 
they can reach.

railroad system of our country organize 
for mutual support and mutual advan- 
tage, while tho great manufacturing in- 
terests ot the country have thoir organi- 
zed societies, it is especially tho duty of 
those who are engaged in the great fun- 
damental industry of agriculture to/fath- 
er together in every form of association 
to ascertain the best methods ot conduc- 
ting their calling, and the moans by 
which they can secure for themselves the 
bapt markets for tho fruits ot their labor. 
Farming is largely an experimental art, 
in which new laws aud facts are constan- 
tly discovered, and which is waiting on 
scientific investigation to^fix tho princi- 
ples by which it should be conducted; 
audjit is the duty of the department there-
